RUSSIA’S CHANCES 


HE MAJORITY of observers 

prophesy a speedy victory 
'for the Nazis over the Rus- 
sians and they base their 
judgment od a survey of past: 
and recent events. They 
(argue that with only sixty’ 
iGerman and Austrian divi- 
signs against them, the Rus- 
sians collapsed in 1917 and 
had to agree to the treaty of 
Brestlitovsk. How can thew 
, Survive the onslaught of 122 
divisions ranged against them 
at this moment, consisting, 
as a large proportion of this 
army does, of well equipped, 
and mechanized troops? In 
addition to this, the German. 
Army comes from the flelds; 
of Flanders and of France: 
flushed with victory. Then it! 
is Inked with the dispossess- 
ed state of Rumania, and’ 
Finland, both of which seek 
lo recover whal was ruthless- 
ily snatched from them, Then 
il is thought that the Finnish 
campaign was an excellent 
opportunity for testing the 
efficiency and might of the 
Russian war machine, but, 
thal campaign proved, or, 
seemed to prove, not Russia's! 
power so much as her incom- 
petence. Further there is 
little doubt that Russia in 
her belief in the might of her 
armies, has not sought for 
friends in any part of the 
world, nor has she been able 
to acquire new resources andj 
supplies of man-power by 
conquest to any appreciable| 
extent. She has seen her 
doctrines flouted in Germany 
and even trampled under. 
foot; her adherents have been 
under suspicion in every 
country in the world, but by 
no country were they treated 
with such cruelty as in Ger- 
many and it is with Germany 
she was allied. Another 
source of weakness is detect- 
ed in the Russian position, 
namely, the lack of trained 
leaders, which is due to the 
numerous purges that have 
taken place in recent years. 


THERE IS another side to: 
‘he picture however. With 
regard to the Finnish cam- 
paign it is stated that the 
Russians were deceived about 
the extent and strength of 
the Communist Fifth Column 
in Finland and consequently 
despatched small and in- 
ferior forces to deal with the 
situation. It was only when 
they realised that Finland 
was sold ‘that they sent in’ 
their better troops. There 
cada be little doubt that the 
Russian army is a bigger and 
finer force than the Russian 
army of 1914, which did, in 
any case, fight on until 1917; 
and then it only surrendered 
because its supplies of am- 
munition had completely 
broken down. It is significant 
that the White Russians are 
not in favour of the Nazis, 
but are hoping for a Russian 
victory; and it is fairly cer-

GERMAN DREAD 


“A war on two fronts ls what 
the Germans have always dread- 
ed.’ continued Major Stewart. 
“They have belleved that they 
cannot be involved in fighting on 
the west and therefore. that they 
were free to attack Russia. 


the land 1s concerned, but rer- 
tainly not In the air 
“The Germans have thus 

really become involved on two 
fronts. We do not know what 
Russian resistance to the Ger- 

“mans in the air will be, but 
while there is a Russian air 
force in being. the Germans 
will have to fight in the east 
and west. 


“In the west they have not been 
very successful lately, Their raids 
have been very costly and the 
ratio in our favour has been ten 
to one, which js an astonishingly 
good result. Our bombers have 
been going over In force and Ger- 
many js now being hit harder from 
the air than in any previous perlod 
of the war. 

“All indications suggest that 
Germany Is now being subjected 
not only to the heaviest attack in 
this war, but to the heaviest at- 
tacks she has ever been called 
upon to endure. We shall see how 
she will stand up to it 


ACCURATE ESTIMATE 


“It seems to me quite clear now 
that the British Government has 
the position with a 
good deal of accuracy. They had 
known that the Germans would 
attempt to Invade Russia and had 
decided at once to I!ft the welght 
from the Russian shoulders. 
The best move was to launch a 
heavy afr offensive In the west. 

“At this time of the year, the 
nights are too short to allow long- 
distance attacks into Germany and 
the Bomber Command was been 
striking night after night at Wes- 
tern Germany. We have little in- 
formation of the results, but the 
chances are that the damage has 
been fairly extensive. If daylight 
raiding is less massive, 
ways it is more serious. A day 
bomber nay not be able to carry 
the weight of the night bomber, 
but it ts able to launch its bombs 
with greater accuracy.” 

Major Stewart said “that all 
the British bomber attacks 
had been made escorted by 
fighters. The object of this 
was two-fold: to hit at ground 
,targets and ‘to bring down 
enemy aircraft. It now looked 
as if the British had been 
striking more heavily than the 
Germans in the air. 


COMMON SENSE STRATEGY 


“Tr the Germans have moved 
many of their machines to the 


| Russian frontier,” continued Major 


Stewart, “their pressure here will 
be less effective. If they have not 
moved many planes to the, east, 
the chance will be presented to the 

Russians to hold up the German 

attack. The strategy we. have 

adopted seems to follow the 
strategy of common-sense. 

“With the Germans kept busy 
in the east, we are striking harder 
in the west. I have already given 
you some estimate of the strength 
of the German air force, but no 
alr force in the world can be 
stronger on two fronts than on 
one. , 

“Some of our offensive ac- 
tions inthe west recently have 
been well-planned and well- 
timed. Our. sustained offen- 
sive bogan just at the right 
moment, whon the Germans 
wore making thelr final. pre- 

. parations for thelr nesault on 
Russia and I hope to sev thoes 
assaults geiting stronger, If

mediate oblective and they will 
stand up to the most prodigious 
altacks. We may reason that the 
Germans in Western Germany and 
orcupie? France will take an enor- 
mous amount of bombing without 
being demorallsed jt they know 
that their troops are making a 
victorious march into Russia 

“We have thus come back to 
| fghting for practical results and 
vur objectives are the same as they 
were at the beginning of the war. 
Right from the beginning of the 
Battle of the Bombs we have been 
concentrating on the enemy's Ines 
of communication and the figures 
of the attacks we have made show 
that the welght of our assault has 
fallen on their lines of communi- 
cation. These are our primary 
targets. Where a huge army is 
concerned, the problem of supply 
has proved dominantly important. 


“We are now starting an im- 
mense military operation that 
the world has never known. At 
every point in this operation 
the air will play its part. So 
it all comes back to the com- 
mon-sense view that we should 
throw everything we have into 
our air assault on the western 
side of Germany so that we 
can make the enemy fight a 
war on two fronts even if he 
tries to avoid doing so. 

“If the Germans have weaken- 
ed their defences in the west to 
strike more vigorously in the east, 
the R.A.F. will find it out and pro- 
fit by 1t,” concluded Major Stewart.

The harbour at Hongkong 18 
magnificent and provides ample 
room for the accommodat.on of a 
large fleet It is practicaily land 
locked, and, save in typhoon wea- 
ther. It is rare for a sea to be 
encountered which will seriously 
hardicap the all !mportant boat 
work which must be carried out if 
a resting flect is to be victualled 
and stored. Another advantage is 
that the harbour has two entran- 
ces a feature which lerds itseif to 
the quick berthing of an incoming 
fleet and the quick deployment of 
an outgoing one.

SAFE FOR FLEET 


In addition the hills that sur- 
rourd the harbour would make 
bombardment of ships lying in it 
something of a problem to the 
Naval Artillerist, with his compara- 
Uvely flat trajectory weapon, even 
though he enjoyed the advantage 
oi aeria) spotting.
